(TS//SI//NF) Sweden: This is the DIRNSA-initiated Quantum trilat between NSA, GCFIQ, and FRA. While 
the overall success rate has been low, the effort can be considered a success in terms of proof of 
concept. Continued GCFIQ involvement may be in jeopardy due to British legal/policy restrictions, and 
in fact NSA's goal all along has been to transition this effort to a bilat with the Swedish partner. 
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
